neglected to take advantage of a 
feeling which is as universal as 
appetite itself. Men whom no bribe 
could corrupt and no temptation 


could lead astray will toil for 
years in. seclusion, will sacrifice 
their leisure, their money, and 


their comfort for the reward of 
a few letters at the end of their 
name and for the dubious privilege 
of wearing a decoration at ceremonies 
they will never attend. It brings 
them social prestige and—more valu- 
ed still—it gives their wives, mothers, 
and children intense pleasure; and 
hence the secret of its constant 
attraction. Governments would be 
crazed if they did not take advan- 
tage of an inexhaustible source 
of easy reward. The fact that 
the undeserving sometimes get these 
premia—in which the whole abuse 
of honours lies—may impugn 
the excellence of titles and pre- 
cedence as social institutions. That 
they do so is only one form of the 
eternal homage vice pays to virtue 
and mediocrity to merit—the homage 
of imitation and of seeking to share 
rewards. Of ten men who affect to 
despise titles, we believe nine are 
either insincere humbugs or utterly 
incompetent observers and thinkers. 
Titles as a matter of fact give social 
distinction in every community ex- 
tant; and nowhere are they more 
eagerly sought than in the republics 
of France and ‘the United States. The 
people themselves create them when 
the government refuses, teste the 
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Colonels, Judges, Professors, which are 
ag the sced of Abraham in the 
American democracy.

“Too much honour,

As the 
project under review was broached by 
Dr. Paulun, the host tendered a graceful 
tribute to the German community by sug- 
gesting that, as the English merchants 
initiated the Shantung Road Hospital, and 
the Americans the St. Luke's Hospital, it is 
but right that the citizens of such a great 
country as Germany should also initiate a 
similar institu nd proposed Dr. Knappe 
as Patron or President of the new hospital, 
with a mixed Committee of German and 
Chinese gentlemen to assist_him, There 
seems every likelihood of Dr. Paulun’s 
philanthropieal scheme beiug successfully 
established.

The coolie 
was picked up by some Chinese and carried 
away in an insensible condition, while Miss 
Goodfellow received several nasty bruises 
about the body and acut on the base of the 
skull. Mrs. Sillem, wife of the manager 
of Messrs. Vrard & Co., kindly took the 
ladies in and attended to them, Strange 
to say, not a foreigner witnessed the catas- 
trophe, The pony was afterwards found 
grazing on some waste ground by the West 
Hongkew Police Station, apparently none 
the worse for its escapade. 

Yestenvay at 11 o'clock the back tene- 
ments of three native furniture shops, 
Nos. 49, 51, and 53, Rue Disery, French 
Concession, suddenly collapsed, seriously 
injuring a Woman and three children, ail 
of whom have received deep cuts about the 
head and face, besides being badly bruised 
all over, At the time the walls fell the 
children, whose ages range between three 
and five years, were walking through the 
narrow alleyway, and, considering they 
were buried in the débris, it is marvellous 
they were not killed. ‘The woman was a 
servant on the premises. ‘The property, 
which was only repaired last year, belongs to 
x wealthy Chinese, Yang ‘Ts2-tse, was built 
in the early fifties, and was among tho 
first erected on the laying out of the 
French « oncession, The remainder of the 
row, some eight houses, are in a liko rotten 
condition, but the Chinese living even in 

jacent house seemed to be in no way 
hy the catastrophe. ‘The injur- 
ed ones were promptly taken by their rela. 
tives to the Shantung Roxd Hospital whero 
their wounds were attended to. 

AN aerolite fell into the Huangpu river 
abreast,of the Oriental Dock on Wednesday 
evening. 

‘Taw ratepayers have built a magnificent 
market for the use of foreigners in the 
Maloo, but it will be a failure unless the 
housekeepers of Shanghai insist on their 
boys and cooks making their purchases 
there. Some good men hare already 
taken stalls. there, but they cannot 
stay there unless buyers come to them, 
and we all know that oue boys and 
cooks are too ready to succumb to the in- 
ducemen’s held out to them not to desert 
their old friends. Any housekeeper who 
will take the trouble to compare the new 
market with the places formerly known as 
markets will insist on « change to the new - 

lace, and for their own sakes as well as 
For that of tho public generally, we would 
ask all who are interested in their food 
comming from a clean depot and being of 
good quality to insist on their servants 
getting their supplies from the new market. 

No clue has yet been found in con- 
nection with the burglary which took 
placo on the premises of the Parisian Hair 
Dressing Saloon, 19, Nanking Road, some 
time between 10 pm. on the 16th and 
6 a.m. on the 17th inst. The placo was 
entered by the side door by means of a 
duplicate key, and the strangest part of 
the whole business is that the thief could 
have burst the safe by means of hammered 
tools without disturbing those sleeping 
overhead. The amount carried away, 
which consists of money, notes and jewel- 
ery, totals $1,890. Two servants who have 
already served two months’ in the Muni- 
cipal goal for being found in possession of 
duplicate keys are suspected. 

A cLEVER capture was made by the 
Municipal detectives a good distance inside 
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Pootung, on Monday morning, of two 
thieves who had stolen some jewellery and 
valuables worth $1,800, from a house off the 
Hankow Road on the 2nd instant. About 
$1,600 have been recovered, the rest having 
been disposed of. The case will be tried at 
the Mixed Court on Wednesday morning. 

Tae body of a foreigner was found on 
the 19th inst. floating in the vicinity of 
the Dutch Oil Company’s wharf. It is 
presumed to be that of Oscar Oman who 
‘was recently paid off from the sailing-ship 
Bfuskoka and who has been missing for 
several days, The remains were interred 
‘at Pootung on the 20th inst., and an en- 
quiry was hold at the Swedish Consulate 
on Wednesday morning at 11 o'clock, to 
ascertain how the deceased came by’ his 
death. 

ACCORDING to a telegran from Peking, 
Yi Kéng (Manchu), former Minister to 
the Court of Tokio, his hon selected for 
another post abroad in a similar capacity, 
but to what country he is to be accredited 
has not yet transpired. 

‘Tae: Tmperial Chinese Telegraphs issued 
expresses on Wednesday forenoon to the 
effect that the lines between Soochow and 
Chinkiang wero interrupted, proventing 
communication with the Northern aud 
Yangtzo ports; but, as anticipated, they 
were able to announce the restoration of 
communication at 5 p.m. 

Tae local native city officials are pre- 

acing temporary quarters at the Chinzyi 

‘ollege for the reception of the now Tno- 
tai of this port, Huang Kien-yuan, from 
whom a telegram was received on Wednes- 
day apprising them that he expected to 
Toure MHontsin on Friday and to arrive at 
Shanghai in the beginning of noxt week. 

We learn from Yangchow that on tho 
morning of the 23rd the officials be- 
headed soven men inside the city for 
complicity in the robberies which were 
reported some months ago in our columns. 
"Tho drought has at length broken up and 
there have been torrents of rain. A wall 
collapsed and killed two persons on the 
night of the 22nd in Yangehow. 


‘Tae local mandarins went down in a 
Chinese gunboat to Woosung on Wednesday 
tomeot the Fronch mailatenmer Calédonieny 
which had on board the famous General 
Su, of Kuangsi, who has been most popular 
with the French officers on the Tonzking 
borders, due to tho former's uniform 
courtesy and readiness to assist whenever 
the latter applied to him.

AtrHoucH our Tientsin correspondent 
wrote confidently of ths prospective ap- 
ointment. of Shén ‘Taotai, formerly 
Manager of the China Merchants’ here, and 
now ‘Taotai of North ‘Tungchou, ‘near 
Poking, to the Tientsin Customs Taotai- 
ship, and naturally, since he was strongly 
recommended for the post by Viceroy Yi 
Lu, wo learn that a telegram was received 
on Wednesday by the local mandarins to the 
effect that the Empress Dowager has re- 
fused to entertain Viceroy Yii Lu’s recom- 
mendation and has appointed instead a 
Manchu named Ch'éng Hou to the coveted 
post, 

Two Chinese attempted suicide on 
Saturday night. The first, Tsu Sai-sing, 
swallowed a quantity of opium in a hoot 
shop off the Honan Road about half-past 

ne. He was found ina critical condition 
and taken by a native constable to the 
Shantung Road Hospital where he now lies. 
The other, Loh Zang, jumped into the 
Soochow Greek from off tho Chapoo Road 
bridge ; he was, however, rescued in a very 
weak condition by some native boatmen, 
consequently he was likewise taken to the 
same hospital. 


A Nassrye dispatch states that a serious

Commissioner of Silk-looms in that city 
on the 22nd instant, which lasted for nearly 
two hours, doing considerable damage. 
Many bales of silk destined for the Im- 
perial Court were destroyed, but fortunate- 
ly the great hall, where tho Imperial 
Commissioner's seal of office is supposed 
to be placed, escaped, which fact, according 
to law, saves him his post, but will not 
prevent him from being penalised by the 
Board of Civil Appointmonts for lack of 
vigilance. 

AcconpINe to a private telegram from 
Peking received on Wednesday evening by 
one of the local mandarins, the Manchu 
Ch‘éug Hou, who had been designed by 
the Empress Dowager for the substantive 
appointinent of the ‘Ticntsin Customs’ 
taiship, declined the honour owing to 
the fact that he was made to under- 
stand that, if he did take the appointment 
he was expected to pay to Pti Sino- 
lien, the Empress Dowager’s favourite 
eunuch, nearly ‘Tis. 200,000 in addition 
to the Tis. 40,000 which’ is the usual feo 
expected by the officials of the Board of 
Civil Appointments. It is further re- 
ported that Ch'éng Hou bluntly told the 
Empress Dowager of the extortion made 
on him, but that the Empress Dowager, 
instead of taking up the matter and 
punishing the offenders, simply ignored 
the accusation, replying that, perhaps, she 
had better appoint Ch'éng Hou toa Pro- 
vineial Judgeship when a vacaney occurred. 


AN official dispitch from Nanchang, 
capital of Kiangsi province, of which 
the following is a translation, was cir- 
culated among the local mandarins on 
Sunday :—‘'On the Ist instant a great 
rainstorm visited the vicinity of Kanchou 
prefecture, lasting for soveral days, causing 
the overflow of the banks of the Chang 
and Kung rivers and causing wide-spreni 
destruction to the habitations and crops 
throughout the profecture and outl; 
regions, The flood entered the 
Chihshiu ‘and undermined the foundations 
of hundreds of houses, amongst which was 
the ycnén of the district magistrate, who 
was buried in the ruins of his house, and 
was with difficulty rescued by his runners. 
Fortunately calm weather followed the 
rainstorms and the inundation subsided 
rapidly, while the abundant harvests 
recently gleaned in the unaffected districts 
vill prevent actual famine in the inundated 
prefecture. Some sort of relief is, how- 
ever, wanted iu order to enable the flood 
sufferers to rebuild theie houses, repair 
agricultural implements and obt i 
to plant for the autumn crops.”

The vessel 
is really a mnagnificont and luxuriously 
appointed passenger steather of 1,419 
tons register and one that will vie with 
any in the Far Enst catering for tho 
travelling public, no expense having beon 
spared to make her a general favourite and 
a financial success. She is a two-masted, 
square-rigged forward, spar-deck, steel, 
double-bottom vessel, built and engined in 
December last by Messrs. Lobnitz and Co., 
Renfrew. From tho Government she 
enjoys substantial subsidy, as she has 
been specially designed to’ serve as a 
hospital ship under the “Red Cross” 
in time of war or when needed. Her 
dimensions are—length 312 ft., breadth 
39 ft., and depth from spar-deck 29 ft. 
Gin, "Gross tonnage 2,629. Her passen- 
ger accommodation consists of 49 saloon, 
24 second class, and 375 steerage. As a 
hospital ship she has provision for over 
500 it . The first-class passengers 
e aft on the main deck in cool, roomy, 
and well-appointed cibins at tho sides of 
the ship, the saloon running between. 
Exch cabin has two bunks of the most 
modern type, and is fitted with every up- 
to-date convenience for the comfort of the 
most fastidious voyagenr. ‘The saloon is 
well lighted, having three large handsomo 
stained-glass skylights overhead: In the 
hottest. weather the temperaturo can bo 
kept deliciously cool by a judiciously 
applied circulation of “air driven by 
Hamilton's patent ventilatin, apparatus, 
which from the engine-room ventilates 
every part of the vessel, holds included. In 
addition to this every ‘cabin, fore and aft, 
boasts of extra largo circular ports, and 
overhead, adjustable ventilators for the 
exit of any vitiated atmosphere. A com- 
modious aud comfortable smoking-room, 
upholstered with dark green leather, 
stands separately on the spar-deck abaft 
the saloon entrance. The social hall leads: 
off the salon staircase and with its Broad- 
wood piano and elegant blue plush settees 
is admirably de for the fair sox. 
Double awnings shade the spar-deck foro 
and aft, which, with a good supply of 
side screons, add materially to the joys 
of travellis The deck itself is clear to a 
degree, making promenading a ploasure for 
thoso who have cultivated theie sea legs. 
The second-class cabins are abreast of the 
engine-room on the port side, and rank with 
many a vessel’s first class bith in appoint- 
ment aud general comfort, On the fore end 
of this section is tho 2ud’ saloon, likewise 
well found. On tho starboard sie of the 
engine-room live the engincers and chief 
stoward. Abaft the engine-room, amidships, 
ara the officers’ mess-room and clerk's office, 
the purser and clerks having cabins on the 
port side abaft the 2nd class.” ‘The steerage 
is forward and is similarly fitted to those 
on the Gerinan mail steamers, namely, with 
le bunks, enabling the Company to 
readily utilise the space for freight if neces- 
sary. The sailors and firemen live on tho 
main-deck right forward, in quarters not to 
be beaten anywhere for general cleanliness. 
‘The commander and olticers live on the 
spar-deck forward, the former having a 
large front cabin under the bridge, and 
the latter in separate houses forward of 
this, Abaft the captain's cabin are two 
saloon-deck cabins, Nos. 16 and 17, which 
will no doubt be keenly sought for owing 
to their superior position. — ‘Throughout 
the vessel bath-rooms, water-closets, and 
lavatories are amply provided and are per- 
fect in detail, the captain's, officers’, en 
gineers’, crew's, and passengers’, all being 
separately laid off. For the safe carri 
of mails, treasure, and baguaye, thief 
proof compartmenta have been made on 
the tween-decks aft. The cargo space in 
the three holds totals 88,922 cubic feet, or 
2,223 tons measurement. ‘The after-holds 
are worked through side-ports, and the 
forward ones are for the carriage of the 
heavier merchandise, No. 2 hatch being 
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worked by a stout derrick, and No. 1, 
by one of Messrs. Clarke, Chapman 
and Co.'s steam cranes, tested to 20 
tons; a steam capstan by Napier Bros., 
neatly encased with gratings, stands aft 
on the spar-deck for the hauling of the 
vessel, the same firm having also supplied 
the steam windlass. ‘The 154-knot_ speed 
is derived from triple expansion engines of 
2,200 i.h.p. and 229 nom. b.p.. with cylind- 
ors of 25in., 42in., and 69in. diameter, and 
ad8in. stroke; steam being supplied by 
two double-ended boilers of 189 pounds 
working pressure(natural draught).

‘The engine-room con- 
tains the most approved modern plant, in- 
cluding Messrs J. and E. Hall's refrigera- 
tor; Aspinall’s governor; W. C. Maclin 
& Gv.'s dynamo, electric light being sup- 
plied throughout ; Allea Maclellan's filter 
and “Sentinel” filter, and Weir's pumps, 
ete, From her davits hang six largo life- 
bats, four of which are of metal, also gig 
d dinghy. In addition to these, aft on 
top of the saloon entrance are two collap- 
sible boats as largely used in the navy. 
‘The steering gear is well arranged and the 
hund gear ait is provided with an adjust- 
ment for the rapid shifting from steam to 
hand power in case of breakdown with 
the former. ‘The vessel is now to be put 
on the Hongkong, Japan, and Viadivostock 
line and it is to be hoped that the Directors 
will shortly beablo to see their way clear 
to pat her on the Shanghai-Japan route, 
where she will be most certainly welcomed.

For elevatin, 
the tower a horizontal engine worke 
by carbonic acid gas lies on the centre 
of the carriage; in addition to this » 
winch is fitted, ‘six men being easily able 
to hoist or lower the patent extinguisher, 
There is uo gainsaying that the contrivance 
would prove itself a most valuable adjunct 
to our energetic fire brigade, and it is to be 
hoped that the Council will secure ut least 
one for the Model Settlement -where big 
conflagrations are now by no means a 
rarity ;.and where the buildings are getting 
higher and higher.

Last night an explosion took place in the 
residence formerly occupied by Prince Pak 
Yong-ho, who is now a refugee in Jnpan. 
‘Two men were killed instantly. It is stated 
that the explosion was caused by bombs in 
the course of manufacture. The Corean 
Government has arrested some thirty of the 
inmates. ‘Two or three Japanese who are 
residing in the house are suspected of being 
implicated in the dynamite plot.

‘Thiry arrests were made. All the peorle 
in the house or its vicinity were arrested 
indiscriminately. The bodies of the two 
men killed im the explosion are still lying 
in front of the Police Department. 

‘Tokio, 14th June. 

A dispatch has reached the Government 
relating to the arrests in connection with 
the dynamite outrages, but the particulars 
are kept secret. 

‘The: house formerly occupied by Prince 
Pak is registered as the property of Mr. 
‘Tsunuya Seifuku, a Japanese. Some Japa- 
nese may be implicated in the plot, but it 
is thought the conspirators will prove to be 
relatives of the political refugecs. The 
recent determination to revive the law 
extonding the punishment for treason to 
the relatives of those convicted has created 
great excitement among the relatives of 
the refugees. 

‘The Japanese Minister for Home Affairs 
has issued instructions to the Governors 
of localities whero the Corean refugees 
are residing, ordering the authorities to 
take note of the refugees’ movements.

Among those arrested on a charge of 
being implicated in the dynamite outrages 
are anephew and 16 other relatives and 
servants of Prince Pak Yong-ho, of whom 
nine are women.

The Japanese Foreign Office has some 
suspicion that certain Japanese residents 
in Seoul are implicated in the dynamite 
plot, and the departure of Mr. Hayashi, 
the Japaneso Minister, for Seoul has heen 
hastened. ‘Telegraphic instructions have

We have before us the conditions pro- 
scribed by the Enylish Board of Agricul- 
ture under which dogs may be now 
imported into Great Britain. No dog may 
bé imported without the sanction of the 
Board, and the lander of an unlicensed 
dog is liable to a fine of £20 and the 
possible seizure of the dog. Licenses for 
dogs must be obtained from the Board of 
Agriculture before they are embarked, 
and they must be signed by the owuer 
of the dos. Only in very exceptional 
cases will the Bonrd entertain an applica- 
tion for a license made by telegram, 
and it must contain tho fullest” par- 
ticulars. On arrival dogs will be detained 
under observation for six months, though 
in some cases.they may be released at the 
end of 90 days, and in suspicious cases 
they will be detained for more than six 
months. If a dog arrives late at night ho 
may be kept isolated in some suitable 
place for one night only before proceeding 
to his place of detention. Special licenses 
are granted for performing dogs, and for 
dogs that are only passing through Great 
Britain.

Ina little Blue Book costing one 
halfpenny and labelled “ Treaty Series 
No. 11, 1899,” and entitled “Exchange 
of Notes between the United King- 
dom and Russia with regard to their 
respective Railway Interests inChina,” 
we have the new Anglo-Russian 
Agreement. First comes a note from 
Sir Charles Scott, the British Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, to Count 
Muravieff, of which the following are 
the terms :— 

“ The Undersigned, British Ambas- 
sador, duly authorised to that effect, 
has the honour to make the following 
declaration to his Excellency Count 
Muravieff, Russian Minister for For- 
eign Affairs > 

“Great Britain and Russia, ani- 
mated by a sincere desire to avoid 
in China all cause of conflict on 
questions where their interests meet, 
and taking into consideration. the 
economic and geographical gravita- 
tion of certain parts of that Empire, 
have agreed as follows -— 

j “1. Great Britain engages not to 

seek for her own account, or on be- 
half of British subjects or of others, 
any railway Concessions to the north 
of the Great Wall of China, and not. 
to obstruct, directly or indirectly, 
applications for railivay Concessions 
in that region supported by the 
Russian Government. 

“2. Russia, on her part, engages 
not to seek for her own account, or 
on behalf of Russian subje: 
others, any railway Cone 
the basin of the Yangtze, 
obstruct, directly or indirectly, ap- 
plications for railway Concessions in 
that region supported by the British 
Government. 

“'The two Contracting Parties, hav- 
ing nowise in view to infringe in any 
way the sovereign rights of China or 
existing Treaties, will not fail to com- 
municate to the Chinese Government 
the present arrangement, which, by 
averting all cause of coinplications 
between them, is of a nature to con- 
solidate peace in the Far East, and 
to serve the primordial interests of 
China herself. 

“(Signed) Cuartes S. Scorr. 
“St. Petersburg, 28th April 1899.” 

Then follows a Note from Count 
Muravieff to Sir Charles Scott, 
identical with the former one, except 
that it is in French and the first 
clause in Sir Charles Scott’s note be- 
comes the second in Count Muravieft’s, 
and vice versé. There is then 
another Note from Sir Charles Scott 
to Count Muravieff, the text of 
which is as follow: 

“In order to complete the Notes 
exchanged this day respecting the 
« partition of spheres for Concessions for 
j the construction and working of rail- 

ways in China, it has been agreed 
to record in the present additional 
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Note the arrangement arrived at with 
regard to the line Shanbaikuan- 
Newchwang, for the construction of 
which a loan has been already con- 
tracted by the Chinese Government 
with the Shanghai-Hongkong Bank, 
acting on behalf of the British and 
Chinese Corporation. 

“The general arrangement establi- 
shed by the above-mentioned Notes 
is not to infringe in any way the 
rights acquired under the said Loan 
Contract, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment may appoint both an English 
engineer and a European accountant 
to supervise the construction of the 
line in question, and the expenditure 
of the money appropriated to it. 

“But it remains understood that 
this fact cannot be taken as con- 
stituting a right of property or 
foreign control, and that the line in 
question is to remain a Chinese line, 
under the control of the Chinese 
Government, and cannot be_mort- 
aged or alienated to a non-Chinese 
Sompany. 

“As regards the branch line from 
Siacheichan to Sinminting, in ad- 
dition to the aforesaid restrictions, 
it has been agreed that it is to be 
constructed by China herself, who 
may permit Europcan—not necessari- 
ly British—engineers to periodicall 
inspect it, and to verify and certi! 
that the work is being properly exe- 
cuted. 

“The present special Agreement is 
naturally not to interfere in any way 
with the right of the Russian Govern- 
ment to support, if it thinks fit, 
applications of Russian subjects or 
cc ishments . for Concessions for 
which, starting from the 
inain Manchurian line in a south- 
westerly direction, would traverse the 
region in which the Chinese line 
terminating at Sinminting and New- 
chwang is to be constructed. 

“(Signed) Cuarues S. Scorr. 
“St. Petersburg, 28th April 1899.” 

This is followed by an identical 
Note, in French, from Count Muravieff 
to Sir Charles Scott. 

It may be doubted whether the 
paragraph in the second note, begin- 
ning “The present special’ Agree- 
ment,” was not inserted by Count 
Muravieff with an eye on the propos- 
ed Russian railway to Peking from a 
point on her Manchurian railway, 
though it is not to be supposed that 
Sir Charles Scott detected this when 
he signed the Note. As the London 
Letter says::“From Peking to the 
Yangtze Russia’s ally France has, in 
conjunction with Belgium, a conces- 
sion for a railway, and France is 
pressing behind hard for a concession 
of territory actually on the Yangtze 
as compensation for recent outrages. 
If Great Britain does not put her 
foot down now, and stop the Russian 
railway concession and the French 
territorial concession, she may as well 
for ever give up any hope of regain- 





















Far East.” And the London Leiter 
reproduces from the Paris Figaro a 
very amusing caricature by Caran 
id’Ache, in which the British Lion is 
standing on the sleepers ineffectually 
jendeavouring to stop the Russian 


British Lion is backing hard, but the 
locomotive, driven by the Bear, is 
too much for him. It will, of course, 
be noted that in the former of the 
two Notes which make up the Agree- 
ment, the vague term “the Basin of 
the Yangtze ” is used for the British 
sphere of influence, and the oppor- 
tunity was not taken to show, 
however concisely, what area we 
understand by the tert. As to the 
Agreement itself, the Saturday Re- 
view regards it as a statesmanlike 
recognition of the inevitable fact 
that “Northern China is Russia's, 
if Russia wills.” In compensation, 
we propose to take the Basin of the 
Yangtze, but the difference is that 
while Russia is making her sphere a 
real possession, we have done nothing 
to secure ourselves in the Basin of 
the Yangtze, and the longer we put 
off this duty, the more difficult it 
will be. 








THE CABINET CRISIS IN 
FRANCE. - 


24th June, 
Ir was a very great relief to learn 
by the telegram that we published 
yesterday afternoon that M. Waldeck- 
Rousseat has succeeded in forming 
a Cabinet. It is now more than ‘ten 
days since M. Dupuy resigned, and 
the situation was becoming serious, 
the gravest fears being entertained 
as to what might happen if France 
was left muck longer without a 
Government ; and things looked very 
black when the President's appeal 
to M. Bourgeois failed. It was im- 
possible to believe that there were 
no statesmen in France patriotic 
enough to throw themselves into 
the breach: none who felt them- 
selves strong cnough to keep order if 
the return to France of Captain 
Dreyfus really causes an explosion. 

It is a fairly strong Cabinet that 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau has collected, 
the only relic of M. Dupuy’s Cabinet 
being M. Delcassé, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. General Gallifet is 
a popular soldier and is not an Anti- 
Dreyfusard, and M. de Lanessan has 
had some ‘experience of the world 
outside France. M. Loubet is a 
consistent Liberal, and he has got 
some consistent Radicals in the Cabi- 
net ; they and their chief M. Waldeck 
Rousseau will well deserve the thanks 
of their country if they pilot 
France safely through the dangers 
that threaten the Constitution from 
the passions that the finding of the 
Court of Cassation’ has aroused. It

His report on the trade of Kiukiang 
n 1898 is no excepiion to this rule; 
and old residents who remember 
Kiukiang as a large tea-port, with a 
considerable foreign population and a 
race-course, and who have come to 
regard it of Inte years as almost 
entirely decayed, will be surprised to 
read the opening paragraph of the 
report:-— 

‘The exceptionally busy appearance of 
our port during 1898, especially during the 
Intter half of the year; the thousands of 
coolies constantly “hurrying with their 
heavy burdens to and from the various 
wharves ; the many steamers daily arriving 
and departing with full cargoes; the 
general air of bustle and activity day’ after 
day, from morning till night. aloog’ the 
entire front of our Settlement, all led 
onlookers t» expect thnt our statistics for 
the year would show some brilliant results, 
‘These anticipations have been wel fulfilled; 
for, although our great staple—tea—hns 
shown no signs of healthy revival, and 
although foreign opium (which used to 
swell our revenue and value tables to 
such a great extent) continues to exhibit 
the downward tendency which has charac- 
terised it of recent years, the general 
volume of our trade has been greater than 
ever previously recorded— making the past 
‘year, in fact, a record one,—with Importand 
Export values exceeding those of any other 
year in the history of the port, and show- 
ing, as was never so clearly shown before, 
the richness and the capabilities of this 
important section of the Yangtze Valley. 
‘The total value of our trade amounted to 
Hk. Tis. 17,500,552, or Hk. Tls. 2,634,989 
greater than the total for 1897—the pre- 
vious highest year,—and placing Kiukiang 
on a level with, if not on a higher plane 
than, such important ports ai Foochow, 
Ningpo, and Amoy. 

Barring opium duty and tonnage 
dues there was a significant increase 
in all the branches of the Customs 
revenue last year, the British flag 
contributing 73 per cent to the total 
revenue, and the Chinese nearly all 
the remainder. To those who re- 
member the days when the steamers 








Fur East and Robert Lowe and 
others, and well-known clipper ships 
used to take in cargoes for London at 


Kiukiang, it is a shock to read that 
“the direct foreign trade is too i 
significant to call for any comment. 
‘The exports of tea, however, were on 
a very satisfactory scale, while “the 
mantifacture of brick and tablet. teas 
is still vigorously maintained, two 
manufactories being constantly at 
work throughout the autumn months, 
and the erection of a third one being 
now in contemplation.” Mr. Hughes’ 
quotes from a prominent tea-man the 
following remarks on last year’s 
season — 

“ Keemuns.—This district, which was 








‘formerly boughtnearly entirely for the 


British market, has now found favour with 
the Russians; and this competition has. 
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sent up prices considerably during the 
past year or so, and I should say last season 
was, practically, a record in the average 
tael price per picul, due partly to the low 
exchange and partly to Russian demand, 
and these teas must have paid the Natives 
handsomely 

« Ningchos, on the other hand, seem to 
havo fallen off considerably in quality and 
strength, und have, consequently, so to 
speak, gone out of fashion. Prices reali 
last season must have shown considerable 
Joss to teamen. I believe this deterioration 
ig due a good deal to want of adequate 
godown accommodation and plant generally 
up country, and also to the necessary 
capital to remedy this ; consequently, the 

en leaf suffers from damp and rain, and 
ina very inclement season the whole crop 
suffers ‘thus, being sour and musty in 
flavour, except, of course, the few crack 
contract chops. Keemuns, on the whole, 
are, I hear, well found in’ every way and 
manufactured by wealthy hongs ; and it is 
probably this fact that has given them the 
preference over Ningchow districts. 

“T fear that unless the Chinese can 
produce stronger and more Indian- and 
Ceylon-like Teas, it is only a question of 
time to see their total exclusion from 
foreign markets ; and the only chance for 
China now is, in my opinion, to produce a 
good, wholesome, sweet article at a low 
prise something that can be mixed with 

indian and Ceylon Teas.” 

Mr. Hughes goes on to explain that 
the experts in tea are agreed that the 
desidevata to retrieve the fortunes of 
the China tea trade are improved 
cultivation and manipulation, and a 
reduction in the cost of production. 
“So long, however, as the present 
heavy taxation exists in China all 
along the route from the place of 
origin to the point of shipment— 
a taxation amounting to about 25 
per cent of the cost, whilst the 
tea of other countries (India, Cey- 
lon, ete.) are free of duty, neither 
the improvement of the leaf nor 
the reduction of the original cost 
can be reckoned as prime factors in 
the guesion: ‘The wonder is that an 
article so heavily handicapped as 
China tea is in the matter of duty 
and taxes should still hold a. respect- 
able place in the world’s markets and 
still retain such a large share of 
foreign patronage. It would almost 
seem as if, even without any other 
alteration in the present state of 
affairs, China tea, with a wise removal 
of, say, half its fiscal burdens, could 
hold its own with its modern rivals,

and this is only what passed through 
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the Foreign Customs, and does not 
include the very large traffic by 
junks. 

Notwithstanding the abnormally 
large importation of cotton yarn, 
there was no falling-off in the de- 
mand for foreign cotton piece goods. 
Of the yarn a large proportion -was 


ised | made in the Shanghai mills, coming 


next to Indian yarn in quantity, 
Japanese coming third. In woollens 
there was a distinct decline, but 
there was an average demand for 
metals. ‘The imports of kerosene oil 
and matches were very large, Ameri- 
can oil maintaining a long lead, and 
Shanghai matches becoming very 
popular. Foreign needles and sugar 
also came in in large quantities, and 
a large demand for sugar is always a 
proof of prosperity. 

Mr. Hughes's remarks on inland 
transit are worth quoting in full: 


‘The total value of goods sent inland 
under transit pass has increased from 
Hk.Tis. 3,799, in 1897 to Hk.Tls. 
4,525,202 in 1898, a growth of about 19 

er cent. The net foreign imports into 

‘inkiang during the year reached a value 
of Hk. Tis. 6,852,783 ; the above figures 
show, therefore, that 66 per cent of the 
foreign goods imported here went inland 
under transit pass. As the quantity con- 
sumed in Kiukiang and its immediate 
neighbourhood can hardly amount to the 

ining 34 per cent, further develop- 
ment in this branch may be expected. 
The total number of passes issued was 
22,804 (including 3,420 free passes for the 
Shanghai cotton manufactures, almost en- 
tirely cotton yarn), against 15,793 (1,051 
free passes) in 1897. ‘The principal articles 
ing inland under transit pass are shirt- 
ings, ‘grey and white; sheetings, Eng- 
lish; cotton yarn, Indian, Japanese, and 
Chinese; and kerosene oil, American 
and Russian. The total importation of 
kerosene oil during the year was 3,017,022 
gallons ; of this amount 2,497,727 gallons 
went inland under transit ‘passes—ive., 82 
per cent of the importation. A rough 
calculation shows that a small Chinese 
lamp economically used would consume 
perhaps 6 gallons of oil in a year; the 
amount of oil sing ind from Kiu- 
kiang would bn provide a light in 
416,000 homes.

‘The description of the trial is a curious 
one, for amongst other novelties we are 
told that several Europeans were present 
who all understood the Janguage. ‘Torture 
is applied, and the victims are attended by 
a doctor,’ whose business it is to see that 
the punishment is not carried too far. 
Then came the judgment and its con: 
soquences, as follows :— 


“1, Ming Long-ti, a mandarin of the third 
class, occupying to-day the post of Presi 
of the Criminal Court at Canton, hav’ 
tioned the prisoners brought before justi 
as the murderers of Ling-Ta-lang, and having 
obtained a confession from one of them, 
declare them both guilty of this abominable 
crime, Applying to them, therefore, the law 
ot our great legislator, T condemn ‘both of 
thom to the penalty of death. ‘The prisoner 
named Liou-Siow, who has. confessed her 
guilt, will be hanged; and the prisoner 
named T-té, who has persisted in his denial, 
will undergo the lingering death. They 
will be led to execution when tho Eni 
peror, our Heavenly and All-powerful Lord, 
will order in his supremo wisdom. I have 
given my decision in accordance with my 
conscience. Guards, lead away the prisoners, 
and et them be treated until their last 
moments as the law and humanity command 

The punishment of lingering death, which 
is very rarely inflicted, had not even awakened 
the public curiosity. ‘This punishment is no 
longer in use, atid we shall soon have to 
describe it. 

‘The magistrates and the public had with. 
drawn from the hall of the court, and the 
guards had shut the doors, when’ Madame 

iow, who was preparing to accompany her 
daughter to prison found herself gently 
tapped upon the shoulder. 

A European stood behind her. In spite of 
the agony which overwhelmed her, the poor 
woman could not suppress a slight: movement 
of fright. 

But the stranger had such a kindly smile 
upon his lips that she immediately picked up 
her courage. ‘The man was still young, of a 
lofty stature, and a bold and intelligent 
countenance. He gave her no time to ask 
him questions. 

“Madame,” said he in Macaiste, a kind of

vinees in China, “Madame, do not 
conrage ; I was ‘present at this farce of a 
trial, and Iam as convinced as yourself that 
your daughter is innocent.”

‘Thero is much to do—at least I hope so. 
We have more than a month before the 
ceution of the unjust sentence which has just 
deen pronounced, for the order for it must be 
issued from Peking. You will find me to- 
morrow morning at the English factory. Ask 
for Captain Perkins, We shall discover th 
murderer of Ling-Ta-lang, I promise you.” 

“Heaven grant you are right, sir! shall 
come to-morrow.” 

Still supporting her daughter in her arms, 
her face lighted up by a ray of hope, she 
accompanied Saule-Brodé to the prison. 
Here the widow of Ling would be treated 
with the humanity’ which Chinese law 
requires persons in authority to show to those 
who are condemned to death. 

As for tho unhappy T-é, he had been taken 
to the hospital. .The doctor who had been 
appointed to look after him was responsible 
for him with his own life. He had to 
Aeliver him over to justice, either deail or 
alive, on the day when the warrant of ex- 
ecution should arrive from Peking. 


After that we are introduced to the 
foreign community at the Factorio 


‘These persons wore as follows: First, 
Captain Perkins, our acquaintance of yester: 
day, one of the ablest opium smugglers in the 
Chinese seas; M. Lantors, a Swiss, who had 
been the first to introduce Genova watches 
to the extreme East, a fact to which he owed 
a comfortable fortune, thanks to tho custom 
of every fashionable Chinaman of that time 
of carrying a couple of watches ; Madame 
Lanters, his wife, a fair, delicate creature, 
who found her stay at Canton a veritable 
exile 5 and, lastly, Sir Arthur Murray, one of 
those’ strange Englishmen whom you in- 
variably find in every corner of the world, 
wherever there is any danger to encounter, 
anything to go and see, anything to sell, oF 
anything to buy. 

A fine sailor, like every gentleman of his 
nation, rich and impulsive, Sie Arthur had 
‘mot Perkins ono fine day at one of his stations 
in Bengal, and had asked him to take him as 
‘a lodyer on board his ship. 

When the captain found he would have-by 
his side an agreeable man and trusty com~ 
rade, he closed with this singular bargain, 
and for nearly three years Sic Arthur Murray 
had never left him. 

‘Although he had not the slightest money 
{interest in the commercial operations, he 
had accepted with gaicty the dangers of a 
profession which is ono of the most lucrative 
fn tho world, but also one of the most likely 
to lead you to the stake or the gibbet. 

Tt often happens, ay a matter of fac 
the light boats which ongage in this’ dan- 
gerous business: only escape the pirates at 
‘the mouth of the River of Pearls, to fall into 
some ambush of the Custom-house officers ; 
and this in spite of the secret treaty which 
‘ory intelligent smuggler who knew what 
was required of him never failed to conclude 
with the mandarin commissioned to suppress 
the importation of opium : 

‘This, important individual lived in a 
splendid villa on the bauks of the river, at 
2 point named Bocea-Tigris, half-way between 
Macao and Canton. Without his authority 
no foreign vessel could go higher up the 
stream without declaring the nature of its 
cargo in the first place, and paying the 
customs dues. : ; 

‘Now opium is a commodity prohibited 
entirely. So in order to render its introdne- 
tion into the country: more casy, the hardy 
smugglers simply told the mandarin that 
their ships were loaded with rico or some 
h useful merchandise ; and as they had in 
the frst place paid the faithless official a 
very considerable sum, he closed his eyes 
to what they were doing. Those rapid-sailing 
vessels, which in pe hist the name of 
opium clippers, and which really carry arme, 
Stove then able to pass without difficulty the 
port of Bocea-Tigris. 

It is needless to quote more of the 
absurdities with which this book bristles, 
but it is certainly astounding to find that

pirates arrested in Hongkong are con- 
demned to be hanged by the magistrate at 
Canton, and that the native executioner 
is sent down from Canton to Hongkong 
to carry out the sentence. ‘The author can 
have no knowledge of the distance between 
the two places, because his characters 
accomplish the trip by native boat in two 
or three hours. 

But after all the most amazing part of 
the book is the preface, written by General

beautifully printed in pict so that it 
will present no difficulties to the reader, 
and the selections it contains will con 
mend itself to all lovers of old English 
song. Indeed, the promised series will 
he a welcome addition to our libraries, for 
judging by the volume under review 
the editor choson his examples of 
tho various authors with rare perspicuity, 
and that there is yreat scope for the 
exercise of sount judgment is shown by 
the fact that the ten volumes of the series 
comprise, Ist, the Dunbar ;2nd, the Surn 
and Wyatt ; 3rd, the Spenser; th 
Shakespeare ; 5th, the Jonson ; 6th 
Milton ; 7th, the Dryden ; 8th, the Pope ; 
9th, the Goldsmith ; and 10th, the Cowper 
Anthology. 

‘The publisher claims for this series that 
it is tho first adequate attempt that has 
ever been made towards 1 historical 
National Anthology at popular prices, 
the cost of each volume in crown 8vo., 
being 2/6, which is certainly a moderate 
price for so attractive a publication. It is 
further stated that the series will include 
ge largest collection ever printed of the 
most exquisite love lyries in our languaze, 
some serious poems, many notable ballads, 
some verse, a few prison songs 
also naval and military songs, drinking 
songs, mad songs, satires, ete. ; together 
with poems in ptaise of ‘the country life 
and its various pleasures, hunting, 
hawking, fishing, ete.

‘THE CHINA INLAND POST 
has reached us at last ; we have waited long, 
and our hopes are now realised. We feel 
as if the old province of Shantung has 
breathed again, and the thrill of life has 
been felt in the Capital. Mr. Biuese, the 
Chinese Imperial Postmaster at Chefoo, 
reached here after opening offices at Huan, 
hien, Laichoufu, Weibien, Chingchoufu, 
and Choup‘ing. Our mail will go via Wei- 
hsien to Tsingtao, bringing us within nine 
days of Shanghai. At present we have 
a weekly service, but have the promise of 
a bi-weekly service in a few months. 

A CONSERVATIVE GOVERNOR. 

‘An agent for a German firm has just left 
the city, after a futile attempt to sell 
quick-firing guns to the Governor, for use 
in the large armies now stationed in this 
province. "His proposition to. furniah such 
guns to the Governor was not at all kindly 
received. The Governor informed the gen- 
tleman that in every cass in which his 
country had had experieuce with foreign 
arms, it had beea much to their discredit, 
and from this he concludes to have nothing 
to do with foreign guns, but has ordered 2 
great many of the old fashioued two-man 
guns, which it has been said authoritatively 
are quite sure to knock down the two 
men who fire the gun, but are just 
as certain to do no harm to the enemy. 
His Excelleucy has also ordered Tis, 2,000 to 
be spent fur bamboo shields and Tis. 3,000 
for spears; the latter is-a short spear-head 
tied with considerable red tape to the end 
ofa long pole. These are to be the weapons 
used to push the barbarians off the Ainter- 
land! If anything is thrown back the

The news 
wants confirmation, but I judge from the 
sources through which I obtained it that 
there is no doubt about its being correct, 
There is no word, 60 far, of the Hospital hav- 
ing been attacked, and as this is three miles 
away from the city it may possibly escape 
the malice of the mob, As lately as three’ 
weeks ago there were 
ANTI-FOREIGN DEMONSTRATIONS 
at Kienning, when the missionaries were 
threatened, but through the action of the 
‘authorities’ they were promptly put a stop 
to. At Funing too, a month ago, there was 
f threntening of troubles which, however, 
happily passed away, and when HLS. 
Rattler came in on the 2ud inst. all was so 
quiet that she left again immediately for the 
north.

There bas been considerable activity in 
the Tea-market since it, opened on the 23rd 
ulto. ‘Three steamers have left for London, 
viz, the Glaucus, Java, and Gleashiel, and the 
fourth, the Ceylon, is’ to be dispatched to- 
morrow.

A clear sky is 
confidently expected with the change of the 
moon. For the present the only sight one 
cau really enjoy is a native weathering it 
iu his coir rain suit—a fine substitute, by 

, for the expensive and nearly 
worthless rain—or rubber—coats. Ail 
the coir-suit needs to make it a coveted 
article is a neat lining to relieve its wear on 
valuable garments (or tender cuticle) and an 
enthusiastic wearer in # metropolis like 
Shanghai. For use on ship-board it catches 
too much wind aud requires too much 
shoulder space in its present shape. In 
this respect it is as extravagant as the cloaks 
worn by western ladies but a few years since. 
IN EVIDENCE. 

The native account of this possibly 
historic event is that 2 gunboat came into 
Hankang (or Autao) bay, our seaport, a 
few days since and lauded eleven men 
under command of one civil and ove 
muilitary ollicer. They called on the petty 
oflicial’at Antao and stated that they had 
come to see the place, and to take bearings, 
otc., preliminary to its (some say) opening 
to foreign trade (and some), to its annexation 
by the selfsame Tekgok.' ‘Two of the sea- 
men were in a“ foot-bont” (a canoe with 
paddle wheel turned by foot-power) who 
attempting to make a short turn in a 
stroug current upset the little craft and 
“fell in deep:” Some fishermen picked 
them up aud received a reward of 30 cents! 
























































Such is the current native account of the 
visit of a foreign ship to Hankang, doubtless 
a very incomplete and more or less 
apochrsphal chapter. It is interesting, how- 
ever, to see on one hand the indifference 
and on the other the merely childish 
interest. of the people (the yamén men 
included) in the event. The damp weather 
may have something to do with this, 
Not many years ago it would have filled the 
very air with stories of gouging out eyes, 
kidnapping children, etc. This sort of 
i ‘appily obsolete: but why 
fairly good harbour with its fine pos- 
‘bilities (the region being one of the richest 
in the empire) has never been made an open 
port in preference to some of the almoat 
worthless ports recently opened is 
mystery to all except to those who don't 
know the place. But few prefectures of the 
same size realise such a targe income from 
dried fruit and sugar. Of course, this trade 
is also a mere fraction of what it might be, 
the Government forcing it overland by 
charging four times as much likin when 
goods are seut out by boat as when carried 
on men’s shoulders.

As far as 
the attitude of the people in the streets is 
concerned everything is peaceful, 

PRAYING FOR RALN. 

For several days crowds of country 
people have been coming into the city to 
pray for rain, as the rice fields are dry and 
cracked, In ‘some places the young rice 
have never been planted out. There is not 
much hope now of a rice harvest this year. 
‘Attmany doorways in the city is set a small 
jar full of water with some green sprig 
putin it. Behind the jar on the wall are 
pasted some yellow papers and. several 
sticks of incense are stuck up alongside. 
This is all to aid in invoking Lung Tang 
(the Dragon King) to send rain.

It will now be seon whether the 
officials will redeem their pledge to render 
satisfaction in the Stentz case at once if 
the troops wero withdrawn, It may be 
significant that, as soon as the Bishop and 
Tuotai had left TYanch‘tng and gone to 
Jikchao, fresh trouble broke out in TY 
ch‘éng, A prominent family of Catholics 
returned to their home under official 
protection to reap their whent. ‘They were 
at once attacked by their old enemies and 
three of them were killed. It seems, how- 
ever, that in this, as in many other of these 
cases, an ancient family feud was at the 
bottom of the trouble.

REPORTS CONCERNING THE GERMANS. 


The city has been full of rumours con- 
cerning the alleged outrages said to have 
been committed by the German soldiers 
at Jilchao. It must be with sorrow ac- 
knowledged that, for slander of the most 

ratuitous, ingenious and base description, 
the people of our adopted country are hard 
to beat. 

It goes without saying that the German 
soldiers are not all saints. It may even be 
admitted that some of them are too prone 
to let the Chinese feel the weight of the 
mailed fist, but it would be gross injustice 
to believe more than about a-hundredth 
part ofthe lurid stories which the Chinese 
tell about then. In. the case of Jilichao, 
for example, we are in a position to know 
that only one act of violence was done 
and that was perhaps justifiable. An officer 
and two privates went out five G from the 
city to survey. The officer was set upon 
by aman with a fierce dog. He shot the 


dog and the man went for assistance aud 
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soon returned with a party. of men with 
guns, Seeing that they: were bent upon 
mischief the officer blew his whistle. The 
two soldiers ran..to succour him and fired 
upon the attacking party, killing oF 

and wounding anotlier, Ofcoutse, 
fa very tinfortunate occurrence’ and 
a more minute ‘kriowledge of- the ‘circum- 
stances it would be rash to judgment 
upon it. Tt is, however, so much’ milder than 
the’ outrageous version of the story as it 
reached this city that it can hardly be re- 
cognised sis being the samme occurrence. ‘We 
are told that the crimes and misdemeanours 
committed at Tsingtao, in’ so far as they 
are correctly reported, are slmost exclusively 
the ‘acts of sailors “from merchantmen 
and of the ordinary ruffians who hauut the 
foreign ports of China. Certainly the 
stories which have been told here of the 
doings of visiting Germans have proved in, 
every case which we have examined to 
be either utterly: false or ‘grossly’ exaggerat- 
ed. There will inevitably be more or leas 
trouble arising out of lack of mutual under- 
standing of language and character.

RUSSIAN “MORAL SUASION.” 

It is interesting to learn from the home 
papers that ‘the Russians in Manchuria ai

NOTES FROM THE SOUTH. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
——+- 
‘THE DROUGHT 
is now quite. memory of the past, 
and the season of dryness has given 
Jace to a period of damp and rain. 
fo longer does the Water Authority cast 
anxious eyes heavenwards when he rises 
after praying for rain, the previous nigl 
and no longer does the citizen of Victoria 
limit his baths and look askance at his 
tumbler, The former can be replenished as 
much as he pleases; the appearance of the 
latter is no longer murky and unappetising. 
No, we have had rain; rain in torrents, 
rain in sheets, rain by the bucketful, and 
rain in driving sleet aud impalpable mist; 
and stiil it rains, and the reservoirs are 
slowly filling, for the showers though 
frequent are uot prolonged, and though 
it, has rained on fifteen days, I 
doubt whether it totals more than ten 
inches up to the present moment, But 
that is something in these later times of 
light rains aud scanty rainfalls; it ex- 
eeedeth’ tho entire rainfall of the first 
five-months of the year, and some people, 
beginning to tire even of a good thing, 
seem inclined for just a little fine weather 
and an occasional peep at old Sol. 
Meantime the dirty pices (and they are 
numerous) of this closely packed city, 
and the drains, which are too frequently 
avything but sweet, have been washed 

















freely and the plague should now find no 
abiding place here. Yet it lingers, and I 
fear will take its own course. There were 
21 cases and 17 deaths yesterday. It does 
not grow worse, but it does not decline as 
rapidly as we had hoped. 


THE SANITARY BOARD, 


At the meeting of this body, held on the 
Sth inst. there was, consequent on an 
applien ian_to be allowed to put up water- 
closels in the Queen’s Building, a lengthy 
discussion on the old and” well-worn 
theme of the relative merits of water 
carriage and the bucket system. ‘The 
Director of Public Works waxed quite elo- 
quent in favour of the former, which he 
claimed was the system of civilisation and 
should be adhered to in spite of circum- 
stances and people; and, perhaps, if there 
were no Orientals in the place, and if there 
were no imperfect traps, and an absolute 
certainty of a never-failing water supply, I 
might be disposed to agree with him. But 
I have had some experience here, and I 
remember a time. when typhoid and 
diphtheria, and other cognate diseases were 
unknown, ‘That was when there were no 
water-closets to speak of. ‘Now these di 
eases are very rare stilljand I agree with 
Mr. May that these are mostly traceable 
to the milk supply, that the immunity from 
them is due to’ the general use of the 
bucket system. I trust that the time will 
never come when this colony will give up 
that system, for not only will the harbour 
become pestilential but every house will be 
in peril of typhoid and diphtheria. 












A REFUSE DESTRUCTOR RECOMMENDED. 


‘The Board also considered a report by 
J. R. Crook, of the P. W. Department, on 
the working of refuse destructors and their 
adaptibility to the colony, and, after some 
discussion, passed a resolution recommend- 
ing the Government to erect @ four-cel re- 
fuse destructor in accordance with the sug- 
gestions of Mr.Crook,who saw them working 
while in England. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that this recommendation will not, 
like almost every other suggestion, be 
pigeon-holed by the Government, whose 
ape: for shelving all works which 
volve any outlay grows hourly greater. 


ANOTHER BIRTHDAY HONOUR. 
In addition to the Knighthood bestowed 
on the manager of the great local Bank, 
the Colonel in cominand of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers here in garrison has been 
made 2 Companion of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. Colonel Main- 
waring has won considerable popularity 
here during the brief stay ot his regineut, 
and the houour is felt to be well deserved. 
AN AGREEABLE FUNCTION. 

Yesterday sit Murfay Barracks the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers paraded in force, the occa- 
sion being the presentation by Colonel Main- 
waring, G.M.G., of the medal of the Royal 
Humane Society to Corporal Almond, who 
attempted the rescue of an Italian soldier in 
Crete, and though too late to save “the 
unfortunate fellow, he struck his head on 
the rocks and hurt himself severely, never- 
theless persevering courageously in his 
efforts to bring the man to the shore. The 
Colonel in & most appreciative speech, 
narrated the circumstances, and mentioned, 
by the way, that another Fusilier held the 
medal, anda third, the parchment of the 
Society for gallant rescues performed. He 
then presented the medal to Corporal

THE JUBILEE ROAD. 

Some remaiks’in the annual report of 
the Director of Public Works, in which he 
expressed regret at the want of progress

‘The road was surveyed early in 
1898, and 23 a result the Director of Public 
Works informed the Jubilee Memorial 
Committee that the section which by 
agreement was to be made first, namely, 
from Kennedy Town round the base of Mount 
Davis to Pokfulum and Aberdeen, would be 
80 costly, owing to the blasting and cuttin 

necessary that it would ‘absorb nearly all 
tho money subscribed, leaving nothing for 
the much Jonger sections to be undertuken, 
He also pointed out that the military had 
raised objections to this portion ot the road 
for strategic reasons, and suggested that as 
it met the evening sun and passed right 
through the vicinity of the plague ceme- 
teries, that he should be allowed to com- 
mence on the eastern section of the road, 
from Shaukiwan to Stanley. But the Com- 
mittee would not, Apparent, ‘consider the 
suggestion, and a8 the War Office blocked 
the way westward, a deadlock ensued. 
Now discussion has recommenced, and an 
agitation for a meeting of the subscribers 
has began, As the & ‘ion has clearly 
changed, some fresh decision ought to be 
taken, ‘For my own part, I don’t think 
many care to have a road past the plague 
hospitals and cemeteries, and now thut 
the New Territory opens up a prospect of 
long rides there presently, few even of the 
cyclists are keen on the Jubilee Road. Bi 
all think—and rightly so—that it is time 
something was done with the money. Let 
us have the Hospital built by all means, 
-and some other work taken iu hand if the 
road is to be abandoned, 

THE CLOCK TOWER. 

I see one correspondent suggests the 
removal of the Clock Tower, where it now 
blocks up Queen’s Road in its most central 
part, to the site prepared for it at the head 
of the new Pedder’s Wharf, in course of 
construction. This is not a bad suggestion, 
but I doubt whether the subscribers as a 
body will agree to it.

RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

Very great indignation has been caused 
here by the news ‘of tho last” Russian 
demand upon China—a. demand which 
‘appears on the face’ of it to be a flagrant 
‘violation of the agreement between. Great 
Britain and Russia. signed. only a week or 
two ago. Some of the newspapers pooh 
pooh tho excitement and point to a clause 
‘in the agreement which reserves Russia’s 
‘right. to obtain concessions for railways 
running: south-west from the’ Manchurian 
line as a justification for her. demand. 
But this is certainly not the view of the 
| British Government. Our Foreign Office 
has, I know, been greatly perturbed by 
this latest action of Russia. The clause I 
have referred to was certainly not intended 
jto.give Russia the right to extort from 
{China a concession which would ruin the 
Jine mortgaged to British capitalists. T' 
fact that no official explanation has yet 
‘been received from ian makes the 
matter all the more serious ; but on th

THE “saLox” 


opened this week is practically the last 
of the century, as next season is to bo 
devoted to the great Retrospective Ex- 
hibition, forming part of the 1900 Exposi- 
tion. Tt may be that this year's Salon is 
also the Inst of its kind, for it is very 
doubtfal whether the two rival societies 
will find their quarters in the new place of 
the Fine Arts large enough for them. In 
all probability they will be split up into 
groups as the only way to give free play 
to so many warring “tendencies.” ‘This 
year more than nine thousand so-called 
works of art are housed.in the Galerie 
des Machines. ‘There does not seem to 
be any individual effort of surpassing 
merit, and it would be hard to say that 
any evidence of any special artistic move- 
ment is discernible, except, perhaps, that 
the painters of the younger school, after 
turning from shadows to lights are coming 
back to shadows and sombre effects. As 
usual, the hanging committees have been 
too lenient and have admitted hundreds of 
atrocities. Every year the average man 
































asks himself how these things find a place, 
and every year the’ question romains 
unanswered. " Someof thecrottes displayed 
this year are positively ludicrous, but 
there is no rival to the extraordinary 
statue of Balzac exhibited by M. Rodin 
twelve months ago. ‘This statue, it will be 
remembered,, was genorally condemned as 
resembling a polar bear far more than a 
human being, and its perpetrator found it 
necessary to withdraw it into honourable 
retirement, the Balzac monument com- 
mittee declining the responsibility of 
erecting the statue in the place appointed 
for it. The commission was handed over to 
M. Falguidre, the result of whose Inbours 
is now visible in the Salon, just at the 
time, as it happens, when the preparations 
for the centenary of the great author's 
birth are being carried out. M. Falguidre 
courageously represents Bulzac's great, un- 
gainly body clad in the proverbial dressing- 
gown encircled at the waist with its monk- 
ish cord. The powerful head and profound- 
ly thoughtful expression are admirably 
rendered, and the statue is not far from 
being a chef d’auere. To show there is no 
ill-fecling, as the saying is, M. Rodin 
exhibits a bust of M. Falguiére, 

‘The old hands such as Bouguereau, Hen- 
ner, Roybet, ete., are stereotyped as usual, 
but’ M. Bonuat breaks out ina fresh place 
with a landscape, clever but unpoetic, One 
of the inovitable Franco-Russian pictures, 
by M. Roll, has one curious feature about 
it—a frame carved by the artist himsolf. 
M. ‘Tatlegrain, the painter of historical 
horrors, sends a very large picture of the 
storming of St. Quentin in 1557. There 
are a few portraits of celebrities, Major 
Marchand—obviously not painted from 
1ife—is among them. ML. Cavaignae figures 
in an 1870 battle pictuce, and M. Paul 
Dérouldde is the central personage in a 
similar patriotic snenir. War pictures, 
by-the-bye, are more numerous than ever, 
but Napoleon has gone back a little. M. 
Harpignies, whose hand has lost nono of 
its cunning in spite of his seventy-nino 
years, sends tivo beautiful landscapes. Ml. 
Rochegrosse has a red and gory picture 
of the assassination of a Roman Eniporor. 

THE 4NGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT 

in regard to China took people by surprise 
here as elsewhere. ‘Tho more setious 
organs of opinion, such as the Temps and 
the Journal des Débats, affect to regard it 
chiefly as n pleasing ‘indication of pacific 
tendencies ; but the papors less fettored by 
official connections openly express their 
suspicion that Russia has made the 
arrangement at France's expense. ‘The 
Liberlé, which represents important finan- 
cial and commercial interests, plainly hints 
that financial necessities aro at the root of 
the whole matter. Ibis all very well for M. 
de Witte, the Liborté says, to have designs 
on British gold, but he must not forgot 
that French capital has largely helped to 
make Russia's present position in China 
what it is, Russia has no right whatever 
to hand over the valley of the Yangtze to 
England when so much French monoy is 
invested in various enterprises in that part 
of the world. Another noteworthy ex- 
pression of opinion comes from the Temps, 
which obserres that the convention is an 
abandonment of the ‘open door” policy 
an acceptance of the system of spherés 
of influence. It is very significant that, 
though the agreement is 0 closely-con- 
nected with the’ most. vital interests of 
China, there is not a. word in it about any 
guatantee of the indspendence’ or the in- 
tegrity of the'Celestial Empire. *” 

‘THE FOUNDER OF THE PEKING INSTITUTE. 

We are shortly to have a visit from the . 
Rev. Gilbert Reid, who is extending his 
crusade on behalf of the proposed Peking 
Institute. Mr. Reid has, already arrived 
in Brussels and hopes-to interest King 
Leopold in the scheme. After Paris Mr.

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THE DREYFUS CasE. 


We are gradually drawing nearer to the 
public hearing of. the arguments :in the 
Droyfus case before the Court of Cassation, 
but they are hardly likely to como on at 
the date originally fixed, the 29th’ of May, 
thereporter M. Ballot-Beaupré not having 
yor completed “his heroulean, labours, Te 
is no easy matter to make a good digest. of 
two thousand printed pages .of .contradic- 
tory testimony. “M.- Ballot-Beaupré, too, 
must be quite aware that his report will 
havo very little or no influence on the re- 
sult, as it is impossible. that any of the 
judges should not have made up their 
minds on the case, As for the public, 
the revelations which have been made 
during the last few weeks have convinced 
everybody who was not too far com- 
mitted on the “patriotic” side. General 
Mercier’s refusal to wnswer any questions 
as tothe secret communication of docu- 
ments. to the members of the Dreyfus 
court-martial has had considerable effect on 
the opinions even of those who were most 
inclined to resent attacks on the army. 
If the story is untrue, it is argued, 
General Mercier would not hesitate to 
deny it. Genoral de Polignac, a veteran 
officer who commanded # division in the 
Franco-German war, writes, for instance, 
declaring that he should think himself for 
ever dishonoured if he had convicted a 
prisoner on secret testimony. Meanwhile 
Col. Picquart is still in prison, Col. du 
Paty de Clam is still at liberty, Esterhazy 
sends an occasional column of character- 
istic “‘chaff” from tho other side of ‘the 
Channel,. and M. Zola has begun the 
serial publication of a novel in which he 
urges tho duty of bringing'as many children 
as possible into the world. 

MARCHAND'S RETURN. 

Great proparations are being made for 
tho reception of Marchand and his com- 
panions, who have just arrived at Jiboutil 
and will-reach France at the end of the 
month. There is to be an official welcome at 
Toulon and another at Paris, the Gover 
ment having apparently made up its mind 
that Marchand is not likely to turn out a 
Boulanger., His return is giving rise to a 
variety of “manifestations “that throw a 
curious light on the present state of public 
opinion and parties in France. Every- 
body is preparing to receive the explorer 
not so much on his merits as with a 
view to making capital out. of his per- 
sonality in-the Dreyfus or anti-Dreyfus 
interest as the case may be. The National. 
ists continue to accuse the Government of 
“trying to throw cold water on a yee tic 
demonstration, while the extréme Dreyfi 
ities profess to regard the. éxplorer as a 
possible dictator, or Cresar; as they put it. 
One of their chief organs argues that he is 
a deserter, and that a court:martial would 
be the only reward awaiting him in this 
country if French military justice were 
impartial. M. Urbain Gohier, the author 
of L’Armée contre la Nation, does even 
better than this. He can only liken Mar- 
chand'to Vacher, the murderous tramp !

Mr, J. 8. Feanox said—The first of the 
two objects with, which this Special Mect- 
ing has been convened is one which affords 
the Council considerable gratification. The 
resolution which I am about to propose for 
your ‘formal acceptance, defining the new 
limits of the Settlement hereafter to be 
placed under Municipal control, marks an 
important advance in the history of Shang- 
hat and records the satisfactory conclusion 
of a question in which the community and 
its consular representatives have been con- 
tinuously and actively interested since 
1895. It is unnecessary for me to recapi- 
tulate to-day the history of the representa- 
tion and n ns Which have led up 
by slow and ‘tedious steps to the result 
which we have met here to place on record; 
you are sufliciently acquainted with all the 
facts which in themselves illustrate in a 
marked manner the dificulties attendant 
upon the solution of any question, local or 
general, which Western diplomacy may 
find it necessary to discuss with that re- 
markable abstraction known as the Chinese 
Government. The manner in which for 
over four years the question has been re- 
ferred backwards and forwards with never- 
failing politeness between the  Tsungli 
Yamén, the Nanking Viceroy, and succes- 
sive Taotais is an instructive object lesson 
of no little value, and I think, as far as 
this community is concerned, that one of 
the many morals to be drawn from itis 
that “ Heaven helps those who help them- 
selves” and that the tacties of the impor- 
tunate widow are to this day and in this 
place worthy of imitation. (Hear, hear.) 
Gentlemen, I think it only right that we 
should fully’ recognise the value of the 
‘services rendered hy those who have chiefly 
helped us in solving the vital problem of 
Settlement Extension. To the work of 
past Councils I need not here refer : our 
predecessors in office have merely done 
ightly look to every 
ir duty. But I would 
emphasise the value of the assistance 
which has been rendered in this matter 
by the Consuls for Great Britain, the 
United States, and Germany. You are 
doubtless aware that, since last autumn, 
their united efforts have been continuously 
directed towards the solution of this ques- 
tion, and I feel sure that this community 
will’ not forget the debt it owes to Mr. 
Brenan, Mr. Goodnow, and Dr. Knappe 
for their energetic support. There is an- 
other name which must always be honour- 
ably associated with the present extension 






























of the Settlement, I refer to Mr. J.C. 


As to the extension itself, gentlemen, 
little requires to be said. You have beforo 
you a plan showing the area which by 
virtue of the agreement now made will 
henceforth come within the limits of tho 
General Foreign Settlement und-r Muni- 
cipal control,” A glance at this map will 
convey a more accurate idea of the exten- 
sion than can be derived from the Chineso 
names which define the boundaries in tho 
amendment of Land Regulation 1, which 
this meeting is convened to ratify. ‘Tho 
area thus coming under Municipal control 
is, as you perceive, a very large one ; rough- 
ly speaking, tho Settlement will now mea- 
sure 8 miles in length with a width varying 
from 1 to 2 miles ; the land comprised with- 
in the extension amounts to some 53 square 
miles, thus trebling the area within Muni- 
cipal limits. ‘There has not yet been time 
to state with any degree of accurncy the 
amount of revenue to be derived from new 
taxation (it is estimated at ‘Tis. 65,000), 
nor are any reliable statistics available at 
this date of the corresponding normal cx- 
mony to be faced; measures are, 
however, now being taken to assume effec: 
tive control without delay; police ar- 
rangements have already "been made 
which will come into effect on Ist July; 
taxation returns for the coming quarter 
are being prepared, and the work of survey- 
ing the new districts—a very lnborious 
undertaking—is already well in hand. It 
is in the Council's opinion very desirable 
that the community should give undis- 
putable evidence of its intention and ability 
to cope forthwith with those conditions, 
which, under native administration, have. 
formed the ground of our claim fox the 
extension of the Foreign Settlement, and 
that in such purely native districts,as Sinza , 
immediate steps should be taken to intro- 
duce the elements of law, order, and 
sanitation—especially the last-named—in 
return for the taxation levied. (Hear,, 
hear.) 

‘The future, gentlemen, is fraught with 
serious responsibilities. We land-renters. 
of Shanghai, who, by process of time and 
natural growth, are become the de fuctu 
administrators ‘of this territory on’ the 
fringe of the Chinese Empire, must face 
those respon: if we would preserve 
the best traditions of this Settlement, and 
worthily maintain that good name for honest 
and enlightened administration which has 
‘been handed down to us by our predecessors. 
Every man in this community can, if he 
will, do something towards making it. 
worthy of the name of the Model Settle- 
ment ; every man can also, if he'wil 
the conditions of our 
governmont more onerous and difficult ; it 
is obvious, I think, that-the task of future 
Councillors, their Iabours and responsibili- 
ties, will be greatly increased by the 
enlargement of our boundaries, but we 
need not doubt that the common-sense and 
public spirit which “have hitherto stood 
Shanghai in stutch good stead will be-fortli- 

wg to cope with the increased respon- 
sibilities of the future. (Hear, hear.) 

In conélusion, gentlemen, one word as 
to finance, which, as you must all adinit, 
will afford matter for serious consideration.

It is very possible, gentlemen, that some 
of you may wonder why, such being the 
opinion of the Council, the subject should 
have been brought up for discussion. at 
this-meeting; a word of explanation: on 
this. point seems necessary: Early. i 
April the Council was approached 
directly with an enquiry. as to whether in 
the event of a favourable offer being made 
for the purchase of the electric light plant 
and business—an offer, that is, which 
would provide a cheaper. illuminant under 
better cunditions than the present—the 
Council would lay the matter before the 
ratepayers. and support it. To this en- 

wiry a general reply was given intimating 
Aut’the Couneil would consider. such an 
offer if submitted, and refer it thereafter 
should it seem expedient for the considera- 
tion of the Ratepayers. At the date when 
¢ Consular Body was requested to 
convene this special meeting the offer made 
by Sir Charles Koss had only. been in the 

















Council's hands for three days, and it had | 8 


therefore not yet received detailed con- 
sideration; nevertheless the Council 
thought it but right that these proposals, 
referring as they do to a gpastion of very 
general-importance, should be brought to 
the notice of the Ratepayers without delay 
and judged on their merits by the com- 
munity ; and the opportunity of a special 
meeting occuring on the subject of Settle- 
ment Extension, it seemed a fitting one in 
which to lay the question before you. 
During the past fortnight, however, the 
Council's attention has mn particularly, 
directed not only to Sir Charles Ross’ 
offer in itself, but to those questions bear- 
ing on the Municipal supply of electric 
light which he has raised with such candour 
and freshness in that little pamphlet which 
has made its way into all our homes, and 
the result of our enquiries has been two- 
fold. In the first place we are unanimously 
of opinion that Sir Charles Ross’ offer, in 
tho form in which it has been conveyed to 
the Council, is ono’ which does not admit 
of serious consideration, an opinion in 
which we think most ratepayers will con- 
cur, for reasons which I propose to refer to 
shortly. (Hear, hear.) In the second place 
the Council as the result of a full enqui: 
into all the conditions, financial and general, 
of the Electric Lighting iment is of 
opinion by a majority of b to 3, thatit is not 
at t expedient to discuss the question 
of Eisposing of the plant and ‘business of that 
Department, and the reasons which have 
induced this opinion I propose to lay before 
you also as briefly as possible ; but before 
doing so, I would ask you to note that the 





at present which are contained in 
the resolution before you in this instance 
bear a special weight. 

‘To summarise briefy the reasons which 
have led the Council to Sir Charles 
Ross proposals as impossible, they are:— 

1.—Electric lighting is in o 
evolution. We should not. be justified in 
granting any monopoly for the supply of 
this light for a lengthened period ‘except 
under such conditions as would ensure to 
the community a full share in the benefits 
which must be derived from the discoveries 
and improvements of the future. Sir 
Charles Ross holds out no such conditions. 

2.—Sir Charles Ross does not offer us 
any definite reduction in the present price 
‘of incandescent lighting, on the contrary, 
he reserves the right of even: increasing, 
should the value of silver decline, that 

rice, which we regard as one that we shall 
able to. reduce: before’ long with the 
‘probable fallin the cost of fuel. 


3.—Sir Charles Ross 
the theory. that our. existing 
practically valueless, whereas the Council's 
experience goes to show that apart from 
its utility. in providing a very fair supply 
of incandescent light at a price consider: 
ably lower than the average cost of the 
same illuminant in America, there’ is 
generally’ a demand among the 
Chinese here and in the interior for second: 
hand plant, even of the spe which we are 
asked to regard as wort! a 

4.—The condition of an unlimited, fran- 
chise exempted from local taxation is not. 
such as would be seriously considered by 
sny community alive to its own interests. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Turning: now to the further aspect of. 
this. question which is contained: in the 
resolution before you, I will briefly 
summarise the reasons. which, have led a 
majority of the Council to: hold, the 
opinion. that the present is not an. op- 
portune moment for considering the 
question of handing over the business of 
electric lighting to a private company. I 
presume that those of you who are interest 
ed in the technical questions at issue have 
studied the reports thereon, drawn up by 
the Council's Electrical Superintendent 
and Enginevr, which have been published. 
in the local. Press. I will not therefore 
0 into these questions in detail, content- 
ing myself with observing that, although 
this community has not, it is true, 
renewed its plant year by year to keo, 
pace with the, latest improvements, if-is 
in this respect’ no worse off than the 
average community elsewhere ; a, study of 
the returns of all the representative 
il and private undertakings of this 
nature in. England shows that while tho 
average capital outlay of English muni- 
cipalities per kilowatt capacity is £100, 
and that of private companies £121, the 
cost in. Shanghai up to, date has ‘been 
Tis, 793, which at the present rato 
of exchange cannot be regarded: as 
excessive, since an addition of about, 
16 per cent, must be made. to the Jaid- 
down cost here. So uch for.tho question 
of expenditure on our plant; but the 
;amount written off by the Council. ‘for, 
depreciation is far higher than that of 
the average municipal: or private under- 
taking at home, and our general finan- 
cial condition far from, being bad, is 
certainly better than in. most modern 
cities. It is but natural that a prospective: 
purchaser of the business should endeavour 
to depreciate its value, but we are satisfied 
that the deductions we have arrived .at 
from an unbiassed study of the position are 
justifiable. 

‘That.the.arc lighting of tho Settlement 
is and always has been defective, there can 
jbe no doubt ; but we are.of. opinion that 
this isa matter which must be gradually 
‘remedied and that to place it on a proper 
footing will not be too heavy a. tax upon 
‘aDepartment which is undoubtedly paying 
its way as a going concern. 

It would, as I think you will admit, 
simply minimise the probability of cheaper 
lighting in the future were-we to, discard 
in its entirety plant which is still capable 
of earning -sufilcient to eventually pay off 
‘its capital: value, but which has not been 
in operation time, enough to do so. A 
‘more moderate course and one which the 
Couneil has already entered upon, will be 
gradually carried out whereby we shall be 
enabled’ to bring the -most important 
‘sections of the present distribution system 
into line with the most modern practice, 
to then give a continuous -service, and 
finally to replace the present defective. arc 
lamps with new ones of modern type in all 
important thoroughfares. 

These alterations-will be completed in 
less than two yeats.and will. form part of 
ascheme which will ultimately give us an. 
efticient system capable of ; meeting, ex- 
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for sire or incandescent lighting and power. 
supply. 

it may be thought that the remodelling 
of the distribution ‘system will entail’ an 
unproductive ‘capital outlay ; this is not 
so; the apparatus removed will be utilised 
in extensions to outlying branches of the 
system, so that our capital expended will 
only increase -proportionately ‘with the 
capacity of the plant, and in the course of 
only a year or two we may confidently 
expect to have our electric light system 
‘equal to that of any modern city, and this 
without any surrender of our’ valusble 
rights and privileges. (Applause.) 

‘nally, gentlemen, 4s an additional 
reason for :postponing the final word on 
this important subject, we are of opinion 
that the question ‘of electric lighting inay 
very probably require to be considered, if 
any changes “are hereafter “held to. be 
desirable, “side by side with that of electric 
tramways. ‘The ‘tenders for the latter will 
be ‘received before the -end of this month 
and. a special meeting of ratepayers will 
be called before the end of the yearto 
consider our report thereon. It is possible 
that in the event of one of these tenders 
resulting in your granting « tramway fran- 
chise, such ‘offers might be simultaneously 
submitted for the supply of electric light- 
ing under suitable guarantees and favour- 
able conditions that, as a Council, we should 
recommend them for your acceptance. I 
say _ it:is possible: nevertheless, Iam of 
opinion that recent experience: tends ‘to 
prove that, other things being equal, the 
community fares better by’ providing and 
controlling its own: light than by handing 
it over to a company whose first aim is 
not the greatest good ofthe greatest num- 
ber, “but :the immediate benefit of the 
shareholder. (Applause.) 

‘Mr.:Prextice—I have much pleasuré 
in seconding this resolution. 

Mr. W. A. C. Piart—It is only fair to 
Sir Charles Ross that I should state the 
circumstances under which he made the 
proposal that he has made to the Council 
to purchase the electrie plant “and tho 
business of the municipality. As you ‘are 
all ‘aware, the accounts ‘which we ‘have 
received from successive Councils: year by 

ear have ‘been very: meagre, and the 
information which’ we have-received from 
time to time regarding this department has 
also’ been: of: «' scanty ‘description, ‘That 
being 80, Sir Charles Ross was anxious for 
an’ interview with the’ Council: with two 
objects, the'first “object being’ to'find out 
exactly what the’ financial position of this 

+ department’ was, ‘and secondly, “that he 
might ascertain ‘whit terms’ would be likely 
to be acceptable to the general Body of rate: 
yers in general meeting assembled. * But 
¢ has never been able to: get this inter: 
view. Ho was told that before the Council 
could discuss any proposal he might make, 
a formal proposal must be put in by-him 
and then, afterwards, he must get ‘some 
ratepayer to propose it’ in general meet= 
ing. ‘Then, afterwards, “he was ‘led 
to believe that the Council were 
favour of getting rid. of this ‘wi 
elephant,” and the only ‘ddubt'they'had 
~in ‘their ‘minds; was_ whether ‘they “should 
negotiate with ‘Sir-Charles only, oF 
whether'they should ask for ‘tenders’ in 
order to dispose of this electric plant'and 
business. ° Those being the ¢ircumstances, 
Sir Charles Ross puts in his. proposal‘only 
to’ learn: that the Council’ have changed 
their mind ; instead’ of wishing to’ dispose 
of this electric plant’ and business they 
* were against’ disposing: with it altogether. 
All I wish you to understand by that-is 
this, that: that proposal which Sir Charles 
Ross put in’ is the ‘first, proposal-which a 
» man'makes when he'wishes to purchase’ a 
business -of any kind. After such’ man 
has initiated Is and he learns what 
the wih’ of the other party ishe en modify 
his terms. Sir Giarles, Koss onl have 
been very'agresable'to-modify the pro

which he put in to the-Council. That is 
what I want’ you clearly to understand— 
| that this proposal was simply a first 
poss and subject to modification if he 

een allowed to have an interview with the 
Council, which interview -he never bad. 
But, however that may be, I am asked by 
Sir Charles Ross to say that he withdraws 
that.proposal and he withdraws it for ‘this 
reason: “That proposal, as no doukt you 
saw by reading, was based on the financial 
position of the electric light department as 
-disclosed in the balance sheet for the year 
ending S1st‘of December, 1898. Now that 
balance sheet’ shows that the total -in- 
debtedness of that department was Tis, 
178,000. Now, gentlemen, I'am afraid I 
have ‘to allege ‘that ‘that balance sheet is 
misleading. It -does not correctly state 
what the ‘financial ‘position of the'depart- 
ment was at that date. It is misleading in 
two respects. First of all the total indebted- 
ness, instead of being Tis. 178,000, amounts 
to-no'less than Tis. 235,000; and secondly 
jou will notice in the balance sheet that 
there is a sum credited to what is called 
Depreciation‘and Sinking Fund amounting 
to no less that-Tls, ‘96,409. - Now,’ gentle- 
men, I am told'that the sum does not exist, 
‘at all in hard cash ; that sum has been put 
into the plant and machinery belonging to 
the electric light department—that instead 
of being o sinking fund as we all think it 
is—that it is hard cash deposited in the 
bank or investments, and which you 
can.get at when -you' want it, does not 
exist as hard ‘cash, for that sum has 
Been expended from time to time in 
adding to the plant, and so your Sink- 
ing Fund is “invested ‘in your plant 
and depreciates as your plant ‘depro: 
cistes, I will'show you as shortly as I 
can what evidence Ihave for saying that 
sthat-Depreciation and Sinking Fund hag 
been invested in the plant. Take the 
balance sheet for the year 1895 and you 
will find that the total value of your plant 
that. year is Tis. 212,000, odd, and the 
amount of money’ that’ the Council have 
borrowed in order to buy the plant amounts 
to Tis. 215,000. In that account you will 
see that there is a sum of Tis, 23,699 which 
is credited to Depreciation and Sinking 
Fand Account, ‘and. you ‘find an 
asterisk against it-atid a noterat the bottom 
that that sum has been. placed on deposit 
in the Hongkong and “Shanghai 
That balance sheet’ is perfectly in orde 
‘Nothing could be clearer than that, and 
easily’ understood, but when we get to the 
balance sheet for the year endéd 3lst 
December, 1896, the trodble begins. ‘The 
total: value’ of your: plant that. year’ has 
risen to’ Tls, 249,969, but your -Loan 
‘Account remaifis the’ same ; no ‘further 
money-has been borrowed and the amount 
remains the same, Tis. :215,000, there 
being. a difference therefore between the 
money which’ has been borrowed. to. pay 
for the plant, and the plant which has beri 
actually bought of Tls. 34,269.56. “Where 
did they .find the money to pay for the 
‘addition’ tothe plant? ‘They must ‘have 























used their Depreciation and Sinking Fund, | (Laug!

‘they’ were ‘wrong, and ifthe latter then 
they’should’have shown’ it in the balance 
sheet, “I draw'your attention to this, that 
‘the sum of Tis.

‘opportunity of deciding whether to accept 
it or whether to let the Council go on 
conducting the business as heretofore. 
(Applause) 

Mr. A. R. Leaxe—Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, I beg to second the amend- 
ment just put before you by Mr. Platt, and 
in doing 50 I shall not detain you long. 
It is always a painful duty to have to 
publicly criticise the accounts of either « 
public company or a municipality, but in 
is case there is no other course open, and 
if in the remarks I am about to make I 
should get rather technical I trust you will 
Dear with ine, I have in my hand the 
balance sheet of the Electrical ‘Department 
for 1898 as presented to you by the 
Council, and. tell you, gentlemen, in 
ull seriousness that the account is a 
misstatement of facts. In the account 
we are told we have to the credit of 
Depreciation and Sinking Fund a sum of 
Tis. 96,000, and I tell you the Council had 
nothing of the sort, I tell you they had 
Tis. 26,576, being the amount at the credit 
of the department, and that was all they 
had to the credit of Depreciation and Sink- 
ing Fund Account.’ I tell you also that 
even this credit of Tls. 26,000 is an error, 
as the accounts do not show a liability of 
Tis. 51,000 for new. machinery, and there- 
fore the postion really was at 3st Decem- 
ber, 1898, as follows:—A debit to the de- 
partment of Tis, 24,000, and nothing to the 
credit of Depreciation and Sinking Fund 
Account. Your machinery therefore stood 
at its full original price, plus all ad- 
ditions for the last six years, and not 
depreciated a cent. Now, gentlemen, 
to prove this statement and to show 
how this painful result is arrived at: 
From the year 1895 the Council have 
regularly oxcceded their income, and these 
accumulations of additions were squared 
in 1898 by a loan got from you as Rate- 

payers for « specific object, but which has 
Posn used to liquidate these accumulations 
of the last two years. What do-the Council 
do? Rather than show you a balance of 
loans of Tis. 275,000 as they wero at tho 
30th December, 1898, they transfer Tis. 
65,000 from the Sinking’ Fund and show 
ou a reduced loan account of Tis. 5,000. 
What more do we learn from the corre- 
ondence. That the Council still owed for 
he new machinery a sum of Tis. 51,000, for 
which you have already voted Tis. 60,000, 
and how they are going to pay this liability I 
leave to them and you. I just pause here 
to state that the accounts at 31st December 
1893 do not show any liability of Tis. 
51,000, but the Council took good care to 
credit themselves with the full Tis. 60,000. 
In conclusion, therefore, the position 
is this, the Council have transferred from 
Depreciation and Sinking Fund Account a 
sum of Tis. 65,000 to repay a loan got for a 
specified object when such loan was spent 
in liquidating liabilities incurred for addi- 
tion to plant, and, seeing that the Deprecia- 
tion and Sinking Fund Account is nothing 
but an accumulation of profit, I fail to see the 
reason for again sinking Tls. 65,000 of your 
profit in plant. Not only this, but this said 
plant, machinery, land, und buildings stand 
to-day undepreciated, andsome of your plant 
is 17 years old, The position is therefore 
nearly hopeless and Iam not surprised 
that Sir Charles Ross should withdraw an 
offer based on the Council's balance sheet 
as published. 

Mr, F. Axperson—In reply to Mr. Platt’s 
ism about the department, said, one 
feels that they have almost sprung a leak— 
(a laugh)—in raising a discussion of a highly 
technical nature, and really the Council 
are not prepared to enter into a discussion 
































of a technical nature regarding the Muni- 
cipal accounts upon a point regarding which 
they have had no notice at all. If any 
ratepayer has any question to ask regard- 
ing the accounts, the proper course for 





him to take is ‘to -address the Council 
officially in writing, and if he does so he 





will receive an answer to his letter, and 
the Council undertake that the correspond- 
ence will he published. A great deal of 
criticism has been made about the financtal 
position of the electric department, and I 
merely wish to put one or tivo facts ‘before 
the meeting which perhaps Mr. Platt and 
Mr. Leake will he able to confirm. The 
main facts are asfollows:—That infive yews 
we have made Tis, 96,000 in profit on our 
working after paying Tis. 51,000 in Inter- 
est on our debentures. Our total in- 
debtedness at the end of last year was Tis. 
210,000 in debentures. Of this amount 
‘Tis. 90,000 are invested in land and build- 
ings, and in working capital, leaving Tls. 
190,00, which is the dst of your plant. 
‘At the’ end of this year we expect to be 
able to pay for the new machinery on 
order without materially overdrawing our 
account, when our plant will still stand at 
Tis. 120,000, including from Tis. 50,000 
to Tis. 60,000 worth of absolutely new 
machinery,” though it will then have cost 
us about Tis. 240,000. It may be of 
no more value than ‘serap” ison, but 
still to us it is of this value that it 
produces an income of Ts. 25,000 a year, 
and it does not require a chartered account 
ant or any speclal knowledge to make the 
very simple calculation to find out how 
long it will take you with a clear profit of 
Tis. '25,000 pay for the whole 
amount outstariding against plant and leave 
it absolutely free. (Hear, hear.) 


Mr. C. Hottrpay—I have listened with 
a great deal of interest to all that has been 
said here to-day, and as the outcome of it I 
am going to propose an amendment. ‘This 
fs an exceedingly warm afternoon and 
an exceedingly warm room, and it scoms 
perhaps a trifle foolish of us to be 
wasting our time here discussing things 
h havo practically no value. ‘The whole 
thing lies ina nutshell. Sir Charles Ross 
made an offer to purchase the electric light 
from the Municipal Council ; that offer 
was to have been brought forward and 
embodied in a resolution at this meet. 
ing, but that has failed to materialise. If 
then we accept the Council's resolation as 
it stands, we are doing one of two things— 
we are either refusing an offer which has 
never been made, which {s absurd, or wo 
are declaring that things are so satisfactory 
‘as they are, that they need no amendment,

am hardly prepared to say that. We know, 
‘because we can see it, that the light is very 
bad. We know that it is insufficient in 
supply. because some of us, myself among 
the number, would like to get it into our 
houses and cannot. 

Mr. F. Axpersox—It will be doubled 
this year. 3 

Mr. Hoxttpax—Possibly. As to the 
other mat*ers Sir Charles Ross declares that 
the plant is “scrap,” and the Municipal 
Council's Engineer and the Superintendent 
say nothing of thesort, it is very good, and 
the Council rely on the assertions of their 
Engineer and Electrical Superintendent. 
But their assertions are no more evidence 
than Sir Charles Ross’ assertions. They are 
gentlemen who are deoply interested in the 
Success of that department, and no doubt, 
according to human nature, view it perhaps 
through ‘rose-coloured spectacles. As re- 
gards the finance, Iam bound to say that Mr. 
Anderson's remarks have left upon my mind, 
the impression that the system is some- 
what vicious. You borrowed Tis. 60,000 
to pay for machinery, and you are going to 
pay this Tis. 60,000 out of this year's pro- 
fits. That isa puzzle to me. I have not 

‘ed any tatepayer to second this resolu- 














tion. Ido not know whether any gen- 





tleman will, but perhaps I may read it to 
you :— 

That a Committee of twelve ratepayers: be 
appointed to report upon the position and 
working of the electric light and to recom- 
mend such action in the matter as.the result 
of their investigation may seem to warrant, 

Mar. T. W, Kixesurtt—I came to this 
meeting with the intention of going into 
the question, and also proposing that a 
committee of twelve ratepayers should be 
appointed for the purpose of investigating 
in the public interest the whole question 
from the beginning to the end. As Mr. 
Holliday says the Electric Light Depart 
ment is not perfection—I am speaking of 
the electric light. I have every reason to 
believe that the plant is not of so efficient 
anature as it might be and that there is a 
considerable amount of truth in the asser- 
tion of Sir Charles Ross that the patchwork 
which has been going on, and which it is 
Proposed to yo on, will supply electricity, 

nut it will supply electricity at an extreme 
ly high rate, and of a nature which will 
not be satisfactory to the community at 
lnrge. T need not go into details which 
could only be understood by an enginecr, 
but such T may briefly state is the position 
to-day. As Mr. Holliday has sald, on one 
side we have the assertions of Sir Charles 
Ross and on the other side we have the 
assertions of the servants of the Council. 
Both of these are interested one way or 
the other, and without casting the slightest, 
aspersion’on one sido or the other we may 
have an opinion, All I have to say is that 
I second this amendment. 

Mn. Feanox—In reference to the amend- 
ment suggested by Mr. Holliday and 
seconded by Mr. Kingsmill, it is necess- 
ary_to point out this isa vote of want of 
confidence in the Council. If the rate: 
payers are of opinion that we are not com- 
potent. to overlook the business of the 

ouncil, we shall be only too pleased to 
resign in a body. (Applatise.) 


Mr. R. W. Lirrtie—I will only detain 
you a minute or two, but I really trust that 
this meeting will vote against both the 
amendments that have been proposed. As 
regards Sir Charles Ross, in the pamph- 
let which he sent round he certainly 
treated us more or less as children, and 
really, if in a departmont which has been 
working for about five years, with a new 
Superintendent who his been working 
only one year—if we are going to pull this 
thing up ‘by the roots to sco how it is 
growing, I think really then we shall be 
children. The seconder of Mr. Platt’s 
amendment made a great deal of the 
figures, but there is very little dispute 

jut the figures. Everybody can see by 
looking at them that we have assets of 
about Tis. 331,000. This includes ma- 
chinery costing’Tis, 51,000 not yet paid 
for ; for myself, I should hardly have put 
this on this side as an asset, but that 
appears to be modern chartered -accoun- 
taney. On the other hand our liabil 
are Tls. 210,000. Really I think an it 
stitution which has been running five years 
under considerable difticulty and has man- 
aged to. pay some Tis. 50,000 in interest, 
as well as save some Tis. 70,000, has 
done well. We all grumble; we grumble 
at the electric light, we grumble at the 
gas, and when it is very cloudy we grum- 
ble at the sun. But Sir Charles Ross tells 
us the electric department can be run a 
great deal better by a company. But the 
gasis run by a private company and is that 
a, better light than the electric light? 
(Laughter.) Really I do not see the use 
in. asking the Council or the ratepayers 
to investigate the whole thing. We havo 
got the matter very fully before us in 
the reports, and anybody who takes a 
real inte in the matter can find out, 
the position of things, It is very easy 
to alter the position of figures, and ‘figures 
as we know will prove nearly anything, 
but really the thing has been run with a 
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fair balance to the. good.” The light is |- 


fairly good for this “‘serap” iron for which 
Sir Charles Ross was willing to pay us 
Ts. 173,000 before he began .his new 
company. I feel sure you will support the 
Couneil by voting against hothamendments. 

Mr. J. Paice.—I would like to ask one 
question. Is it that some part of 
the new electric station is falling down ? 

Mr. J. Prestice—That statement is 
not correct. 

Mr. D. Grass—Mr. Chairnian, in the 
Rules of Procedure, No. 9, it says: “No 
proposition or question shall be admitted 
for consideration at a Meeting unless it 
arises directly out of any subject. actually 
under discussion and which has been 
mentioned in the notice convening 
Meeting.” We are met here to consider 
whether we will sell the electric plant, 
and the whole thing has degenerated into 
a discussion of the. Couneil’s accounts, 
which has nothing to-do with this motion, 
and I consider that the amendment is out 
of order, : 

‘The Cuatratay—Both amendments arise 
very properly out ofthe original resolution 
put by the Chairman of the Council. 

Mr. B. A. Pronst—I would like to 
make one addition to Mr. Little's remarks 
with which I agree on’ the whole, th 
is to say he has forgotten the little bill 
we have to pay the’ electrical department 
for public lighting, which stands at Tis. 
38,000. 

‘No one else rising to speak, 

‘The Cuatnaax put Mr. Holiday's 
amendment to the meeting and declared it 
lost. He next put Mr, Platt’s amendment 
and also declared that that was lost.

Mr. D. Branp—I trust Mr. Platt will 
re-consider his position and not ask fora 
poll, As Mr. Holliday says it is a ver 
Riot afternoon, but the main renson why 
think Mr. Platt should not ask for a poll 
is the fact ‘that'you, Mr. Chairman, hw 
dealt extremely’ Ieniently with him. For 
some time he did nothing but ‘discuss 
aecounts which had been passed at these 
meetings for the last four or five years, 
T myself would shave held, -if 1 had 
‘boon in the chair, that he was not in order, 
but having occupied all this long’ time 
Tonsider he shouldjnot persist. With re- 
gard to the question’ that has been brought 

wefore us by Sis Charles Ross, a man of 
vhom we have never heard before, and 
who comes here and complains he finds a 
difficulty in getting an interview with’ the 
Couneil at any time he thinks proper, 
I think he is treating us in a highly unrea- 
sonable manner. It seems to me as if 
Shanghai has become a place to exploit. 
A little cheek—

With regaed 
to the street-chapel in Port Arthur. it was 
said that it had to ho postponed. until the 
question of remodelling and laying out of 
the city was thoroughly settled, » question 
which is only now on the point-of being 
settled ; therefore it is not to be expected 
that we, up-to date, could enlarge our 
sphere. of operation in that direction. 

jut in another. direction it has’ been 
permitted us to enlarge our: work. A 
fow months ago I opened a Chinese 

school sith 25 pupils nnd. this school 
in operation, Besides, I’can travel 
wer the districts’ surrounding Port 
Atthor selling Christian books and preach- 
ing to the Chinese, and wher ‘at home in 
the.station, Ihave daily treated ten or more 
sick Chineso in wound dressing, ete, Every 
Sunday there has been Chinese service in 
the chapel in our missionary compound.

It may. be 
that’ the session has -not satisfied -his 
‘aspirations; perhaps he would have ré- 
joiced if he’ could have succeeded in dis- 
covering aud introducing to .us a Den:os- 
thenes or a Cicero. For myself I am dis- 
posed to think that ina Suciety like ours 
& uniform average of mediocrity. through- 
out the members suits us better than 
exceptional excellence on the part of two 
or’ three. And I say this because our 
Society exists n-t merely in order that the 
many in the body of the hall may derive 
intellectual pleasure from listening to the 
gifted few on the platform, nor that their 
mental nourishment “may be provided 
through the efforts of others. It exists 
pritiarily for the purpose of giving. to 
‘one and all the opportunity of exercising 
the merital faculties which ‘in a ‘greater 
or. less degree we all’ possess. - Now the 
Appearance on the scene of one. or. two 
Demosthenes or Ciceros would have the 
effect. of discouraging the less: generously 
eftlowed from emerging from their bashful 
seclusion; and to that extent one of tle 
objects of our Society would be defeated. 
Tn the arena of dialectics, as also in the 
posilisie ring, every man is pleased to 
ave a foeman worthy of his steel ; but he 
does:not .want “to be.. badly. punished, 






















especially when a number. of. his friends 
are looking on, In a game of skill or in 
a conflict of arms Where each combatant 
feels that he is evenly matched, or that 
the odds are not too much against him, 
every, man will put forward his best 
endeavour, and the very effort will im- 
rove all the organs brought into play 
bat in the presence of Titans, the ordinary 
man will retire and take up the coni- 
fortable position of an interested spectator. 
In this act of retirement there lurks a 
danger, for itis incumbent on us. to seek 
opportunities for training our reasoning 
powers, and to boware of the risk of allow- 
ing others to relieve us of our functions. It 
is @ stern law of nature that an unused 
gradually becomes atrophied, -and 
finally having ceased to be of any use, the 
organ itself disappears. Fishes in caverns 
which the light of day never penetrates 
have, in the course of generations, lost the 
organ of sight ; and in the vegetable king- 
dom plants that-are not above quartering 
themselves on others, and depending upon 
them for their food’ have in the course of 
years become so helpless and degraded that 
they would dis if left to themselves to make 
an honest, livelihood out of the ground. 
I venture to repeat what I said at our 
opening meeting, that the members of our 
Society should resolve to: become active 
working members. A man who merely 
listens to others, and accepts all they say 
as good, wholesome food; who lets his 
opinions be entirely moulded out of tho 
thoughts of his frients, is pt to find.that 
his, mental powers los» their vigour and 
that his intellectual organs become shrunk. 
We should try to form our own independant 
opinions, and the check against a loose mo- 
thod of mental. reasoning is to submit our 
conclusions to the criticism of others. Re-

I hold. for a moment that 
Aifferences of religion and creed have in 
every case brought such things to pass. 
‘There have been times of fanaticism 
and superstitious fear when missionary 
and merchant have suffered alike. But 
the general testimony of many years serves 
to show that, owing to the peculiar action 
of one Chureh in China, dishke and hatred 
of the foreigner has heen the result. 

Te docs not become those who are work. 
ing for the elevation and_ improvement of 
the Chinese to show intolerance and 
bigotry and apparently malign one section 
of Christendom: but facts are stubborn 
things, and whilst all honour is given to 
hful workers of the Roman Church, 
the system of mission work 
plored in that it has broug 
upon alll. 

Te may be said that the peculiar genius 
of the Roman Catholic Church has led to 
misunderstanding amongst the Chinese 
and, anznented by. the inherent dislike of

‘The real reason is 
not content with administering to the 
spiritual and bodily necessities of the peo

The 
morality of any case considered is not 
sufliciently taken into account, and often 
the sense of justice, which is the same in 
Heathen and Christian, is outraged, much 
to the detriment of ‘the teaching that 

es before the Chinese a just and 
ichteous God. But not only are the 
members of this Church sure of foreign 
influence in their own affairs, but they aro 
emboldened to enter unjust law-suits 
against others with tho certainty of 
success. Coupled with this an undue 
amount of arrogance, a penchunt for irri- 
tating peaceable folk, make the Roman 
Catholic member an object of disgust and 
hatred. 

It has been the policy of most of the 
Protestant Churches in China to Interfere 
as little as possible in Inw cases and this is 
partly the reason why numerically they may 
not, be as strong as the Roman Catholics. 
It is safe to assumo that the stricter tho 
Church in this matter the fewer adherents 
it will have. ‘The paucity of members in 
some missions has caused the workers much 
anxiety and their discouragement has been 
deep. But now the tide is turning. Hun 
dreds of people are seeking admission into 
th» Churches. Missionaries aro. being. 
terviewed ed to open preach 
places here and there. Tt might 
Appeared at one time as though the spirit of 
ceform had emanated from the Imperial 
Throne and moved the people to accept tho 
religious teaching of the foreigner.

Drunkenness was resultant from so 
many saloons burning at once.

One peculiar feature of the fite is the 
small number of people who were burned 
and even slightly mjured.
